close friend of Colonel Roosevelt, died 
aero today alter a long illness. 
Jacob August R iis became, through 
his work iii behalf of tile poorer peo­ 
ple in New York, “ the most useful 
citizen” of the metropolis, according 
to a tribute once paid to ii im by Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, his intimate friend. 
As an almost penniless immigrant 
he obtained knowledge of the slums 
at first hand 
and 
found conditions 
there so repellant 
that 
lie conse­ 
crated his 
whole 
life 
to warfare 
against, wretchedness. 
Riis was the thirteenth child of a 
Latin teacher in Ribe, Jutland, Den­ 
mark. 
He was born iii I SID. 
Protest­ 
ing at the literary career which his 
father had cut out for him, young 
Riis decided to work w ith .his hands 
and became a carpenter’s apprentice. 
The vocation he had cuesen did not 
prevent him, how'ever, from falling in 
love with Elizabeth Eielson, daughter 
of one of the richest men in his native 
town. 
But she 
refused 
him, and 
when Riis was 21 
years old, having 
learned his trade, he embarked for 
New York with only $10 in his pock­ 
et.

Riis led a varied career during the 
fellowing six years.

Smooth progress toward a common 
agreement on all phases of the .Mexi­ 
can problem is Inking made by the 
mediators and the American and Mex­ 
ican 
delegates. 
This 
was 
stated 
with emphasis by the mediators last 
night, 
atiei 
a day of conferences, 
principally with 
the Mexican dele­ 
gates. 
The three South American diplo­ 
mats made it plain that no formal 
basis has been reached for the treat- 
< milt in any specified order of the is­ 
sues involved. 
The discussion thus far has been 
of a general character. 
The media­ 
tors have taken the position that 
they are essentially counselors and 
not dictators of the destinies of the 
Mexican republic. 
They will not suggest names for 
the provisional presidency or recom­ 
mend any form of government. From 
the Mexican 
delegates 
themselves 
must originate proposals concerning 
the internal affairs of their country 
and these suggestions will be trans­ 
mitted by the mediators to the Amer­ 
ican delegates. 
The mediators do not conceive it 
b> he their duty to undertake to leg­ 
islate upon questions which properly 
all within the jurisdiction of the con­ 
stitutional government, when estab- 
’ished. 
The most they can do in this 
lirection would he in the line of «ug- 
;esion and kindly recommendation. 
The theory under which the inter- 
ial questions are b<dng brought into 
lie discussion is that 
the 
United 
■Tates bas a right to say whom it will 
^cognize as provisional president of 
Mexico, and ^therefore can Indicate in 
Advance who will be acceptable. 
On the agrarian problem, too, sug­ 
gestion must originate from the Mex- 
can delegates. 
Thus far the talk on 
he land question has not reached the 
merits of the subject itself. Tile ques- 
ion has been whether Mexico’s land 
iroblem could be properly discussed 
n an international tribunal. 
Tile Mexican delegates have shown 
i .serious disinclination to have it in- 
•1 uded because they regard it as a 
mrefy internal question. 
The Auror­ 
ean delegates on the other band have 
maintained that as the laud question 
has been a fundamental cause of un* 
est. breeding r< volution after revo­ 
lution. some program should be con- 
idered with a view* to influencing a 
gradual settlement of the question. 
The purpose of the American dele­ 
gates, it is said, is to place the prob­ 
lem 
so conspicuously 
before 
the 
world as an obligation of tho future 
provisional government that no new 
administration can ignore it. 
The 
relative 
importance 
which 
should be attached in the parleys to 
fhe Tampico incident, the personnel 
of the new- provisional government 
iud kindred questions incident to the 
transition from the Huerta regime to 
another 
administration 
have 
been 
talked over in detail. 
Enough of the viewpoint 
rf 
the 
American and Mexican delegates has 
been 
revealed 
to the mediators to 
warrant them in expressing distinct 
encouragement over the outlook. 
The mediators and the American 
delegates alike paid warm tribute to 
the Mexican delegates. 
The latter 
bare approached the work of compos­ 
ing the difficulties 
besetting 
their 
country from a broad patriotic stand­ 
point and at no time have shown a 
disposition to lift the personal tor- 
t lines of any Mexican publicists to a 
controlling place. 
The mediators, as well as the Amer­ 
ican and Mexican 
delegates, 
have 
pledged themselvs to keep their pro­ 
ceedings secret. 
One reason for this 
is the desire of the Mexican delegates 
that various phases of the discussion 
here, particularly those 
relating 
to 
the retirement of Huerta, should not 
be misinterpreted in Mexico City and 
thus weaken the administration there 
in handling the 
military 
situation 
against the constitutionalists.

Good 
Supplementary 
Food 
May 
Be 
Profitably Given In Place of Bean 
Meal— Other Good Feed*. 


Gluten feed forms a good supple 
mentary food for dairy cows and may 
be profitably fed to take the place of 
bean meal in forming the concentrat 
ed part of the ration. 
Cows eat gluten feed regularly and 
it may be safely given up to seven 
pounds a day, though smaller quanti­ 
ties fed as part of a mixture will prob­ 
ably give the better result. 
Bean meal and crushed oats have 
fully maintained their past reputation 
of being an excellent food for dairy 
cows, but the mixture is more ex­ 
pensive than an equal 
weight 
of 
gluten feed. 
Sugar beet is an excellent food for 
the dairy cows. 
There is a little diffi­ 
culty at first in getting some animals 
to take to it. 
It shows a very marked 
effect in stimulating and maintaining 
the yield of milk, even when the cowb 
are advanced in lactation. 
Cows fed on sugar beets produce a 
cream more difficult to churn 
than 
those fed on an equal weight of tur­ 
nips and the butter Is very pale in 
color. 
Gluten feed is the refuse after the 
extraction of starch from grain and 
may be had in two forms, either as 
gluten meal or as gluten feed, the lat- 
tet consisting of the hull, the gluten 
layer and the germ, the hull being ab­ 
sent in the case of gluten meal. 
The gluten feed Is naturally the 
lighter fed of the two and may bp 
fed to the extent of seven pounds or 
eight pounds daily. 
Its feeding com­ 
position approximates fairly closely to 
beans and peas and it keeps wrell.

teeism. In 1913, 50,927 members were 
dropped from the rolls and 7,20.3 were i 
restored.

These figures, however, tnko no ac-1 
count of the yearly additions to the 
church 
in 
new members, children, 
converts, etc. 
The I OSK, as given above, v as stat­ 


ed to be due both to what is termed 
“absenteeism ” and to the negligence 
of members to notify their churches 
of change of address. 
The statement 
was given in the report of the com­ 
mittee on the suspended roll. 
‘‘It, is certainly 
lamentable 
that 
there should be such a steady net 
loss to the church,” the report stated. 
“It makes the situation yet more the 
cause for serious thought when it is 
understood that this return is made 
by only 3.417 churches, while 6,474 
churches submitted no figures. Twen­ 
ty-nine per cent of these suspensions 
were made by 154 churches, each of 
which dropped more than fifty mem­ 
bers during the past year.”

lacy that a prison is a place of pun­ 
ishment, the report declared, stating 
further thai the hest outlook at pres­ 
ent is through the extension of pro­ 
bation and honor systems. 
“Courts err,” the re|>ort read. 
“ It 
is a practical impossibility for gov­ 
ernment to punish offenders in such 
a way as to he just and equitable to 
alk 
Money and influence are of de­ 
cided advantage in defending against 
criminal 
prosecutions. 
There 
is, 
moreover, 
great 
variance 
among 
judges in their severity or leniency, 
and the particular humor in which a 
judge happens to he often determines 
the penalty.” 


The conclusions of (lie committee 


concerning prisons were thus stated: 
“As might naturally he expected of 
a system based upon a wrong princi­ 
ple 
.our 
penal 
system has utterly 
failed to accomplish the purpose for 
which it was intended. 


“It has not reduced crime or law­ 


lessness 
Both appear to he constant­ 
ly increasing. 
Our penal institutions, 
by, compelling their inmates to live 
unnatural lives, separated from every 
influence which naturally tends to 
elevate and improve men. are little
